So 
fur as was knuw:i the purpose of the 
meeting was not conveyed.

publican senators, however, have assn.il- 
cd tlie president's course in not Inking tlic 
conunittei: into full confidence, jus, they 
point out, did President McKinley in 
the Cuban crisis. 


Some senators luivj recently declared 


that in the senate chamber that news 
dispatches were their only source of in- 
formation on the Mexican situation and 
have pointed to Unit us a justification 
for various resolutions proposing inves- 
tigation by a senate committee. 


Course Was Hot Helping. 


President 
Wilson 
has 
felt 
that 


Bpeeches in (lie senate and introductions 
of resolutions were not helping the sit- 
uation any and very recently expressed 
the view thnt certain republicans were 
making the situation one difficult 
to 


handle peacefully. 


Tho e.inf.-rciice tonight, which will he 


the president's first meeting with the 
most important of senate committees, 19 
expected to dev-lor full information on 
the subject and may probably disclose 
to the senators exact terms of the pro- 
posals for peace President Wilson is 
transmitting to the llucrta government 
through Envoy Lind.

John Lind, President Wilson'* persona 


envoy to Mexico, will arrive off Vcrn 
Cm/, on the battleship New Hampshire 
before night. 
Jle probably will not bo 


in Mexico City before Monday and the 
diplomatic crisis between

States and Mexico is not expected to cul- 
minate before that time.

President lluerta President Wilson's pro- 
posals to bring about peace. Thnae will 
be published simultaneously in Washing- 
ton and Mexico City, and at the same 
time will be transmitted as a matter of 
information to the powers of the world. 


Mlicther Mr. Lind's presence in Mexi- 


co will be undesirable, ns hns been stated 
by the Mexican minister of foreign af- 
fairs, will then actually become known. 
Administration officials here are reluct- 
ant to believe thnt will be Hnertn's atti- 
tude after be officially knows the pur- 
oses of hind's visit. They take the view 
thnt the attitude of hostility has been 
aroused by unofficial misinterpretation ol 
the purposes of the mission.

a specially pernicious influence on tho 
nervous system when taken in excess. If 
tea is drunk within a few minutes of he- 
ing made there is just enough of this 
alkaloid to produce a pleasant, refresh- 
ing effect without any harm being done. 
Yet even when prepared in this way, but 
taken too frequently, the accumulated ef- 
fect of repeated small do'es is as injuri- 
ous as a large one, causing nervous irri- 
tability and sleeplessness.

There, was absolutely no lire pro- 
tection in this part of tiie Fifth ward, 
and that is given as one of the reasons 
that Mr. Buck put up such a hard cam- 
paign. He was then working for the In- 
diana Stants-Zeitung, one of the loca.1 
German newspapers, and before he de- 
cided to become a candidate, he made a 
thorough investigation of municipal af- 
fairs. 


There was no board of public safety 


at that time and no board of public 
works. The council did everything, and 
if a councilman wanted something he 
had to put up a hard light to get what 
he wanted.

erg a npthfnif in that yap of town 


that would n i d them in fighting fire. 
What could they do if they did answer 
the aliirm? 
There are no water mains 


nor hydrants south nf the Pennsylvania 
or west, of Broadway.'1 


.•\H a result ni' this persistent etfort to 


secure (ire prntectimi, the city dug up 
something like -•?! 5.000 a short time later 
and that amount was appropriated tor 
water mains and hydrants in the Fifth 
ward. 
At that time the whole of Ne- 


braska was equipped with but one four- 
inch main, which extended to fiunion ave- 
nue, and as n part of the Fifth ward, 
the western portion of Nebraska wns also 
given better fire protection. 


Honors Come Rapidly. 


When Mr. Buck was made a member of 


the city council Mayor Zollinger was in 
office and the councilmen were elected for 
but two years. The city drafted a new 
charter about that time, however, and 
the office wns extended another year. 
This gave him three years, and he was 
also elected police commissioner. Prior 
to that time a new councilman had never 
been elected a police commissioner and 
the office came as a great honor to ALr. 
Buck. 


Under M"ayor Reliefer Al Friend was 


one of the appointees on tho new board 
of public safet}'. He served nearly ons 
year and then resigned. Mr. Buck was 
appointed to till the vacancy. He served 
with exceptional ability and proved that 
he was a man whose character was un- 
questionable and who was also mindful 
of the fact that the people of Fort 
Wayne had trusted him, with others, to 
take charge of a portion of their affairs.

during

its organizer. 
Its original membership 


consisted of woven, and it now enjoys a 
membership of 1,200. 
The society is al- 


ways interested in anything that is good 
for humanity in general, and during the 
recent Hood donated 81,000 to aid those 
whoso homes were submerged and who 
were rendered helpless when tho high 
waters Hooded the city. 


Friend of Worldngmen. 


Capable in business himself, Mr. Buuk 


has always succeeded in aiding his friends 
to succeed, and for the purpose of as- 
sisting the workingmen with whom he 
wns acquainted to own their homes, he 
organized four co-operative, terminating 
building and loan associations in Fort 
Wayne, all of which have been paid up 
and even in the panic of 1H03, the or- 
ganization paid off its stock nnd ran its 
due course as the others before it had 
done. The first two associations of this 
kind organized by Mr. Buck were known 
as the Ciermania Building and Ixjan as- 
sociations. Then rame the Concordia and 
lastly the Cleveland Building and Loan 
association. 
The life of each of these, 


on the terminating plan, wns about eight 
years, and during that, time many wage- 
earners got their first start by owning 
their own homes. 


Mr. Buck's business ability has long 


hen recognized in Fort Wayne and it is 
safe to say flint n man who has mnde a 
success for himself is cnpable of success- 
fully presiding as the chief executive of a 
city.

He resided there aa a hoy and 
at that time he says there was scarcely a 
house west of Rockhill street north ot 
Washington. 


He obtained his early education in the 


parochial schools of St. 1'aul's Lutheran 
church and after leaving school served 
his apprenticeship in the printing trade 
at The Sentinel, the Daily News and 
Volksfreund offices. 
He completed his 


apprenticeship and worked at the print- 
ing trade here for twenty years. At the 
time ho retired from his trade he wan 
foreman of the Indiana Staats-Zeitung 
ollice.

''Mad" Anthony Wayne: 
This was the grejit Ameriran soldier 


who won the strange nickname by his 
reckless bravery in the win- of the revo 
lufion. 


He commanded fnmous retreats when 


death seemed eertnin! 


lie occupied besieger! cities when th. 


enemy swarmed about him on every 
side:" 


lie stormed strategic fort>. overcoming, 


seemingly, impossible dilllniltiesl 


There was nothing remarkuMe. so far 


as we know, about, the hoyhood days of 
NVayne. which were spent, in Philadelphia. 
And. perhaps, his name would never h.i\> 
had a place in history among tlie heroes 
of t ho nation if it hud not been for the 
revolution, as ''Mad" Anthony was one 
of the men whom wnr made famous. 


He was horn at Wayneshoroiigh, Pa., 


on the first day of the ye.'ir, 17-fiT. 
He 


seemed to hare been horn to Tight, for 
ho jumped into his battle togs at the 
first sign of hostilities witli England and 
never left the service of his country until 
his death at. Krie, Pa., in ITi'O. 


Without directions or suggestions, tho 


fearless Ponnnylvnnlan raised a regiment 
of volunteers. 
Soon he was made colonel 


of it. -iiid then his famous career com- 
menced. 


The first commission was to cover the 


retreat of the American forces at Throe 
Rivers. 


It was the beginning of a long series of 


encounters -- some victories, some defcut*, 
hut all remarkable for the reckless bra- 
very of the American soldier who fairly 
earned tlie title of "Mad" Anthony. 


He, commanded at Ticonderoga until 


1777, when he was made brigadier general 
and joined Washington in Xew Jersey. 


Ho commanded the rear guard in the 


retreat at Brandywine. 


He captured supplies for the distressed 


army at Valley Forge. 


Ho led the, attack at Gormantown. 
But his greatest achievement was tho 


storming of Stony .foint 


The fort, sitimtod at tho King's Fnrry 


on the Hudson, stood upon 
a

promontory which wan an Inland at, hljfh 
tide and could only ho reached on land 
by a ejuieeway across a ntirrmv marsh, At 
low tide.

HE landscape artist has craved for 
years for some means of jetting in 
the midst of the wild wilh more ease 


than is possible by the usual method of 
taking a cottage somewhere in tho country 
for a season and trusting to luck to pro- 
vide him with just the sort of country 
which will suit his abilities and tempera- 
ment. 


The problem has been solved at last by a 


man who combines the two qualities, and 
in a small back garden in old Chelsea 
there stands completed the finost motor 
caravan to be found in England. 
Mr. 


Alan McDonald has long been famous 
among engineering artists as a great man, 
but his tendencies havo been rather in 


the direction of nature than civilization, 
so he conceived the idea four years ago 
of building a caravan by which he could 
reach any part of the country and could 
stay in a selected district during all the 
changes of season. 


The Chelsea caravan Is a most luxurious 


nbode, being divided into two separate 
compartments, each nine and a half feet 


•long and seven feet wide. The height is 
'also seven feet, so there is more than suf- 
ficient room for the tallest man to stand 
upright. The walls are of n. Russian wood 
resembling salinwood and flre. panelled, 
while the dome shaped roof is white and 
is decorated in red and gold. A Chippen- 
dale bookcase, a writing case, room for 
artists' materials, a copper fireplace and 


a cane settee are in the front room, from 


hand, the problem of breeding Is pre- 
sented in an entirely different shape. 
There is as yet no race of super-men -who 
nro prepared to breed man for their own 
special ends. As things are, even If we 
had the ability and the power, we should 
surely hesitate before we bred men and 
women as we breed dogs and fowls. W« 
may, therefore, quite put aside all dlfr 
cusslon o£ eugenics as a sort of higher 
cattle breeding. It would be undesirable, 
even If It were not unpracticable. 


"Human eugenics need not be and If 


not likely to be a cold blooded selection 
of partners by some outside scientific 
authority. But it may be, and is very 
likely to be, a slowly growing conriction 
—first among tho more intelligent mem- 
bers of the community and then by imita- 
tion and fashion among tJhe less intelli- 
gent—that our children, the fntnre race, 
the torch bearers of civilization for suc-

experiences in book buying from tho col- 
lector's standpoint.

One of the first occasions when Miss 


Greene found herself under such instruc- 
tion was in the purchase of a desired copy 
of the books, and among them wns this 
very copy of "Vanity Fair." This book, he 
said, was in old yellow paper covers, but 
he could have it bound if so desired. 


Miss Greene wrote to the man saying 


that the majority of the books did not 
interest her, but that she would like to

Afterward 


she had learned that this man had sold 
this one volume of the collection for $50, 
und she hud gone to him and reproached 
him with the fact that he had not dealt 
with the book it had gone through many 
hands, dealer after dealer had bought it; 
it hud been put up at auction OB several 
occasions and finally sold to Miss Greene 
for $2,500. The woman who had owned 
it said in her letter that she knew she 
had no legal rights in the matter, but it 
did not seem fair that «h« should have 
received no little for the book. 


Miss Greene waa unable to sec that 


the transaction in any way concerned 
the Morgan library. It was not this li- 


know at what price the "Vanity Fair" wasjbrary which hnd profited by defrauding 
held, stating that she wanted the book, if 
at all, in its original covers. 


The owner replied that he would send 


her the book for £10 ($50). Miss Greene 
was well aware that tho book was worth 
much more than this, so she sent the man 
a check for £50 (?230) and received the 
hook. 


Mr. Morgan was away at the time the 


hook was purchased, and on his return 
she showed him the book among many 
purchases that had been made and told 
him, with some pride, of tho price at 
which she had purchased it. 


To her surprise Mr. Morgan did not ap- 


prove of the bargain. 'No, Miss Greene," 
ho said, "that isn't the wuy we wont to 
do things. 
We must pay a fair price." 


He asked what the market value of the 
book was, and on being told that it was 
$750 he directed tluit a cheek' for $500 
be sent to the seller. 


Still later experience taught her still 


more astonishing things of the Morgan 
code in relation to book purchasing. 


A book which was not really of great 


value in itself, but which was needed 
lo complete a certain group of publica- 
tions, was purchased by Miss Greene for 
$2,r>00. 
It came through a.den-ler who 


had received it after it hnd gone through 
a number of hands after being purchase* 
from the original owner, aome time after 
tho Morgan collection had purchased it 
Miss Greene received a letter from n 
woman who said tha» ';he had been the 
original owner of tho hook. 
She ex- 


plained that she had had in her cellar 
a great collection of books, the value ot 
which she was entirely unfamiliar wit'u, 
and that she hnd sold them all to the 


the woman, and therefore it. did not seem 
that there was any possible reason for the 
woman to expect remuneration from Mr. 
Morgan. 
She wrote to the woman to this 


effect, but not satisfied with this decision 
the woman wrote to Mr. Morgan himself. 


"What is all this about?" asked the 


great financier. 


Miss Greene explained the situation. 
"But I do think we should do something 


for this woman, even 1C we arc not strictly 
responsible," said Mr. Morgan. "I want 
you to send her a check for $1,000." 


Over in London (he dealers of rare 


books are apt to become deeply inter- 
ested when they see a graceful, girlieh 
looking young woman mousing around 
among their boobs. 
She may be, of 


course, only a bookish American college 
girl on her first visit to London and tak- 
ing her fill of rare editions. But she may 
he, on the other hand, the representative 
of the Morgan library. 
Many of the 


derflers know Miss Greene personally 
now. She used to be able to stroll about 
unrecognized, which she much prefers. 
Even now when there is the opportunity 
she likes to come iuto possession of a 
book without the dealer realizing the 
identity of his client. 


Ono of the captures of valuable hooks 


of which Miss Greene has most reason 
to be proud was the carrying off of sev- 
enteen Oaxtons at one stroke from an 
Knglish collection which was to go under 
the hammer. All the London bibliophiles, 
including the represent tives of the Brit- 
ish Muscrm, were prepared to bid on the 
collection when it was put up at auction.

that the old swimming hole is 
a very comfortable place in 
which to pass some of the 
hours of a hot summer's day. 


Until the wave of feminism swept over the 


land the swimming hole In every village and 
countryside was sacred to the boys of. the 
neighborhood, and woe to the young woman 
who should venture to invade that beloved re- 
treat. 
The regular frequenters of the pool 


would have been more shocked than the most 
stereotyped politician at the appearance of a 
woman at the polling place. 
But in this age 


when femininity refuses to be restrained in any 
direction the swimming hole also has ceised 
to be able to hoard up its joys entirely ror 
the benefit of the masculine side of humanity. 
In all the hamlets, villages and farming regions 
where the girl who wants to have a good time 
passes her summers the swimming hole ranks 
first as a joyous gathering place. 


It is more possible to go back to early 


childhood in swimming hole sports than in 
any other form of diversion. 
Young women 


who take every other sport quite seriously, 
who strive earnestly to excel at tennis and 
golf, who want to make a record with the rifle 
or the rod and who have an eye to a smart 
appearance on horseback relax in the swim- 
ming hole, paddle about like children, enter 
Into glorious splashing matches with their 
*lster naiads, dive and swim and jump up and 
down in rings and long lines of laughing 
bathers until they almost become web footed. 


Mossy logs are their resting places. Cool 


dirk pools under the shadows of willows and 
larches invite them temptingly in the sunny 
part of the day. The ferns nod to them in 
friendly fashion from along the borders, the 
water lilies lead them on with their beauty 
ind their faint sweetness to the exploration of 
bogllke inlets, where they sink their toes in 
loft black mud. In the more northern swim- 
ming places they look down through clear 
dark depths, where a pickerel scuds across the 
crystal way or a sunflsh gasps at them in fishy 
igitatlon. 


They become acquainted with the denizens 


of the streams and banks. Deep throated old 
bullfrogs get so used to their invasion of the

Birds come down to drink 
In the water and chirp pleasantly at the diving 
maidens, sometimes the cattle come from the 
nearby meadows or the old horse that has 
been put out to end its days in a pleasant pas- 
turage. 


Diving has come to be Immensely populat 


est, brightest space of water, reflecting a happy 
summer sky. She is not languorous and gentle 
as the pale orunette, nor sultry and tempes- 
tuous as the red haired girl; she is honestly 
happy and light hearted and kind.

They dive from springboards and old boats 
moored out in the water; they sit in the old

HOW TO DEAL WITH POISON IVY. 


! 


(By Craig & Thomas.) 


Those who camp by lakes and rivers, 


or even stroll occasionally in the woods, 
should know how to deal with poison ivy. 
While some arc immune from its effects, 
others cannot touch it or even be near 
it without getting poisoned, especially 
when thev are warm anil the pores of th-i 
skin open". Bad cases of poisoning somn- 
times run into chronic eczema.- 


Unless one is able to recognize the 


poison ivy plant on sight its leaves arc 
the first to be picked for decorations in 
tho autumn, as about the first of Septem- 
ber its leaves turn a brilliant scarlet, and 
the plants bear clouded-white berries. 
Girls, ignorant of the plant, have been 
known to pot it and take it home for 
house decoration. 


The plant may be easily recognized by 


noting carefully the following points: 


1. It U usually about one foot high. 


Sometimes an old plant in rich soil will 
grow two or three feet high, with many 
spreading branches. Immature or stunt- 
ed plants may be only a few inches high, 
but the general height is about one foot. 


2. Each leaf stalk bears three rather 


light green leaves about the size of the 
woodbine leaf. Thoy must bfl carefully 
distinguished from the woodbine with its 
fi\-e rather dark green leaves, and from 
young boxeldcr shoots with from three 
to five light green nnd deeply serrated 
leaves, and from young ash shoots which 
bear from five to seven dark green leaves. 


3. Note the short, woody stem, only a 


few inches long—from which the leaves 
fell last year—putting1 out three alter- 
nate leaf stalks from six t - ten inches 
in length. In a word, the plant of the 
second year generally emerges from the 


ground in a stubbr atom, which puts 
forth three long leaf stalks, each of which 
bears at its tip three light green lenvei. 
These triple leaves rise to about the same 
height and spread themselves rather sym- 
metrically outwards. 


Ivy poisoning manifests itself first In 


a tiny, watery pimple, usually accom- 
panied by slight itching. 
Soon smaller 


pimples form around or near the first. I! 
not checked the roisoned area spread!, 
and the itching and burning increase. 


Ivy poisoning is usually not difficult to 


control if not over severe, and if taken 
in time. The poison is contained in an 
oil secreted by the plant, and which does 
not penetrate the skin very rapidly. If 
one thinks he has been exposed he should 
wash the exposed parts with salt water 
or hot water and soap and afterwards 
bathe thoroughly with alcohol or lister- 
ine. 
These are preventive measures to 


be used before the poison has taken ef- 
fect. 


When the blisters have begun to form 


ichtbyol spread freely upon the blisters 
and covered with a soft cloth is a good 
remedy. Listerine and hydrogen peroiide 
are also good. But the following pre- 
scription given by *. physician where the 
surrounding woods was filled with ivy, 
and who was famous for curing those, 
poisoned with it, tlte writer knows from 
experience to be unsurpassed: 
Powdered 


sugar of lend, three drams; tincture of 
opium, two ounces: water to make eight 
ounces. Apply four or five times a day. 


This same physician advised to avoid 


water, not to rub, and to leave the af- 
fected part uncovered. 
When poisoned 


one should be careful not to get the 
blood heated.

INSECTS ATTACKING 
THE SWEET POTATO 


The Principal Pests of the Sweet Potato Are Cutworms, Sphinx Moths, Leaf Miners, Stem Borers, Leaf Rollers and 


Weevils: Suggestions as to Their Control. 


VALUE OF THE RED 


MAN'S LEGACY, 


While the sweet potato 
Is not 


usually cultivated on extensive areas, 
the total acreage of this crop Is un- 
doubtedly large, and promises to make 
a very profitable industry out of what 


Sweet potato leaf miner. 


Is now, In many sections, H. rather 
uncertain agricultural pursuit. largely 
on account at the Insect pests which 
are bent upon the destruction of the 
sweet potatoes. 


A mere list of the insects attacking 


a crop Is without much 
practical 


value. 
The aim, therefore. 
In this 


article has been to present some gen- 
eral Information In the case of each- 
pest, giving something of its habits 
and the means of controlling the in- 
sect 


The number and variety of the 


pests of the sweet potato may cause 
wonder a« to how the plant persists 
until the potato is formed. While the 
depredations of the stem borer, which 
is an Introduced pest and apparently 
without natural enemies, seem of a 
serious n.-ture. the leaf caters inflict 
no permanent injury on the plant 
owing to its prolific growth, and the 
destruction caused by the 
weevils, 


which bore Into the tuber, cnn. with 
proper measures, be prevented.

stantly bplng produced in spite of all 
Insect damage.

during the course of a day and mny 
eat some of the stem. 


The eggs of the sphinx moth are 


laid singly on the under side of a leaf 
—thirty or forty eggc'. or even more. 
may be laid by a single moth.

full grown worm in very handsome, 
varying In colors from light to dark 
greens and browns. 


When the sphinx moth caterpillars 


become a pest they may be controlled 
by hand picking or by the uso of a 
pnisnn to bo sprayed on the foliage.

serious. 


Xo very effective remedy can be 


suggested for the stem borer, as most 
of tho life of the insect Is passed with- 
in the stem. 
The freshly hatched 


larvae may he reached with an arseni- 
cal poison, and tho moths can be 
trapped. 
Where sweet potato deltas 


become badly Infested, moving to a 
new location is the most practical 
course to pursue. 


The sweet potato leaf roller hn« 


only recently been observed to attack 


sweet potato plnntp. 
The larvae of 


this insect feed 
In a depression or 


groove nf a i,-.:..r beneath a. web. 
The

feeding, making a number of small 


Sweet potato weevils. 


abrasions. 
Mature larvae fend over 


a continuous surface, and when they 
are at all numerous they leave the 
foliage badly skeletonized. 


The leaf roller moth 
IB at times 


very Injurious to the sweet potato but 
is usually 
well 
controlled by its 


natural enemies, the parasites. The 
application of arsenate of lead is rec- 
ommended in case of a troublesome 
appearance of the caterpillars. 


Two species of weevils (quite dis- 


tinct Insects) attack tho tuber of the 
sweet potato. 
One of these insects is 


small, 
square-bodied, dark grayish 


brown, and the other is long, elender 
and metallic, almost ant-like in form. 
Both are destructive pests. 


The opgB of the weevils »r» laid on 


the surface of the potato and the 
grub.s bore into the interior. 
The 


larvae stage Is passed entirely wlthm 
tho tuber, which becomes badly rid- 
dled and decayed. 
As a means of 


control, tho destruction of all Infested 
potatoes should bo practiced, and all 
the trash above ground 
should be 


burned In limp. In cane of a repeated 
recurrence of the weevil Jt would be 
advisable to plant In another locality.

AH farmers should either post- 


tnortem every hog that dies under 
circumstances at all suspicious, or 
have the work done by a competent 
veterinarian who should be able to 
recognize any lesions Indicating the 
presence of an infectious disease In 


Insanitary liog pen nnd wallow. 


the herd. These conditions. If recog- 
nized early and proper methods of 
Isolation instituted, might prevent the 
general dissemination of the disease 
throughout the herd. 


In cases of hog cholera the lesions 


will vary according to the course of 
the disease, but the following ar« 
usually present. 
Slight inflammation 


of the bladder Is shown by redness of 
the lining; 
hemorrhagic spots 
on 


the kidneys varying In size from the 
point to the head of a pin. The kid- 
neys are often pale and light colored, 
rtiowing these black spots, but may be 
Sark and congested.

Inflammation of the covering of the 


Examination for 
these changes should be made as soon 
as possible after death of the animal. 
Diagnosis may be made more certain 
by destroying a very cick pig and 
making an immediate examination. 


In making post-mortems a quantity 


of disinfectant should always be near 
by so that the hands may be thoroughly 
disinfected after the operation or in 
case of accidental cuts, immediately, 
to prevent blood poisoning or other 
Infection. 


The following 
gives the 
organs 


which should be examined when hog 
cholera Is suspected. 
A description 


of the appearance of the organs in 
cases of cholera is given also. It must 
bo remembered that all of mese post- 
mortem appearances may not be found 
in one hog. Those In the skin, largo

DESTROYING WEEDS. 


A good system of rotation, that In- 


cludes cultivated crops, 
offers 
the 


best means of combating the common 
weeds; but Its success is almost en- 
tirely dependent upon the manner and 
persistency with which the soil 
is 


cultivated. To Insure reasonable suc- 
cess, the disk and the harrow should 
be used frequently while the weeds 
are still small, and the crops while 
growing should be given frequent cul- 
tivation. 


Fortunately, the same tillage opera- 


tions that are used In putting the soil 
In a condition to receive and conserve 
rainfall, to prepare the seed-bed and 
to liberate plant food, are likewise 
useful in combating weeds.

Seed Corn Selection. 


The possibilities of improvement of 


corn by Judicious selection, are very 
great. 
Ever since man has been till- 


ing the soil, he has changed the char- 
acter of plants by consciously or un- 
consciously making selections. 
The 


improvement of any plant is con- 
sidered by most farmers a very diffi- 
cult operation nnd one to be under- 
taken only by those who are qualified, 
by natural ability and npecial training, 
to such work. Yet it does not require 
any technical knowledge on tho part 
of the farmer to improve corn, for the 
methods of selection are very simple. 


Every fanner who Is growing corn 


should plant some standard variety 
which he knows has been tested and
